somewhat delayed lor several reasons; 
mainly, too busy, sight-seeing 
and 


talcing in the good thing-s nature has 
bestowed on this beautiful stale. 
To 


make my promise good, 1 will now 
take up the trip from Salt Lrake City 
and tell as near as 1 am able, wh.xt 
we saw on the iiine hundred and twen- 
ty-one miles lying between that city 
ind Oakland, but before taking leave 
•>i Salt Lake City 1 will give a little 
sketch of the early settlement of 
the 


territory of lTia.li. as it may be of in- 
terest to some who will read this let- 


The men who first saw Utah, early 


in the Nineteenth, century, must have 


rji tile most forbidding, desolate and 


unsympathetic of any in all the por- 
traiture of nature. 


Its features had been carved into 


:igly shapes by waters that subsided 
iges ago. 
It had been fissured and 


'carred by the convulsions tha_t tossed 
up the mountains and disturbed 
the 


sfltiilibrium. of the 
sphere. 
It 
had 


been worn and torn by centuries of 
erosian and was a vast and 
savage 


solitude—the tossed together odds and 
ends left over from the making of a 
world. 
Denuded mountains ' frowned 


down on blistering 
deserts, 
and :n 


their midst, a weird, sullen salt sea 
\pified the death of a region that was 
dead at its birth. 


The vague accounts that have come 


lown from the early 
explorers 
are 


filled with fearsome tales, and so law 
is the spring ot 1847. Jim Bridger de- 
ilared to Brigham Young that 
the 


'ountry was an inhospitable, unfertile 
waste, and offered $].00u in gold for 
the first bushel of wheat the "Mormoii 
•>Ioneers would raise. But despite the 
"rowning face a? nature and the fear? 
->£ men, there were 
possibilities 
in 


Utah that were destined to be awak- 
Mied by the forces 
of 
civilization— 


'orees that in time were to cause her 
Trim face to break into smiles, to oe 
dimpled with oases and to become an 
mpire of wealth, and the home place 
of a multitude. 


That mighty transition began with 
lhe settlement of the Salt Lake val- 
ey in 1S47, and it has been going on 
ever since. History contains no record 
of achievement ajnid 
privation and 


suffering more splendid than tbat o! 
the men and women who first wrougnt 
for civilization in Utah. In the awful 
solitudes they dedicated their lives ti 
che redemption of the wilderness, and. 
undeterred by destitution and 
hard- 


ships, uncomplainingly 
toiled, and 


oiling, saw their dominion widen year 
jy year, until desolation was driven 
iway and the wastes brought t'ortl1 
flowers and golden harvests. 


To those Mormon pioneers aione is

Level 
as a floor and dotted with beautiful - 
farms and pretty homes. The valley is 
fertile and raises alfalfa

We are running * along- 
llumboldt 


rivor. This river was a camping place 
for emigrants crossing the plains prior 
to the coming of the railroads, and 
hundreds of prairie scuooners 
have 


camped there. At this place the road 
crosses the Wells Divide to the Toano 
range of mountains. 


We'have pulled into wllco, Nevada, 


a flourishing little city of 2,000, in the 
heart of the great Humboldt 
region. 


This city is 
surrounded 
by large 


ranches stocked with sheep and cattle. 
it has the appearance 01 being a pros- 
perous city. Near here are the fain-, 
ous Hot Springs, which is patronized 
by people from all over this country. 


Palisade, the junction of the Eureka 


Palisade railroad, is another prosper- 
ous town. Here are located the fam- 
ous palisades of the Humboldt. Preci- 
pitous cliffs, masses of solid rock rise 
abruptly from the 
Humboldt 
river, 


and torm a canyon which is attractive 
and beautiful. Some of 
the 
rocks 


stand out alone, as 
though 
placed 


there byman, and reach up 30 feet or 
more. Certainly a wonderful formation 
and very interesting to one who en- 
joys nature. 
I 


•A'.iother pretty sig-ht was at a sta- 


tion called Beowawe, on tbe Humboldt 
river. A short distance from neve are 
some geysers-, spouting 
forth water, 


which can be seen plainly from the cat- 
windows. A beautiful sight to one who 
had never seen such tilings.

We are now running through miles 


and miles ol beautiful country. 
For 


miles on either side of the train we 
see prosperity. Stacks of alfalfa, -piles 
of sugar beets, pastures full of fat cat- 
tle, sheep and hogs, and pretty farm' 
houses, many surpassing 
the 
farm' 


houses of Ohio. 
f 


The train is now slowing down and 


the conductor has called 
a welcome 


call, "fifteen minutes for lunch." This 
station is Winnemucca, one" of 
the 


principal towns along the Western Pa- 
cific in Nevada. It is a modern town, 
having all the public utilities of larse 
cities. It lies at the foot of the Win-1 
nemucca mountains. In the early '70s.' 
Winnemuca mountains produced silver 
in large quantities, the 
ore 
being 


hauled to San Francisco 
and 
then 


shipped by sailing vessels to England 
for treatment. Several million dollars 
were taken out of the mountain side.' 


The conductor calls "all aboard," 


and we are off over the mountain' and 
down in the valley, and are running 
at the rate of 50 miles an hour, over 
the finest of beautiful prairie land. 
Fine farms, fat cattle by the thous- 
ands, yes, I might say millions, 
for 


every few miles are seen great 
herds 


grazing. 
i 
We stop at Pronto, a watering sta- 


tion. 
This^ "station • was 
formerly 


known as Dutchman's Well, and 
the 


immigrants, in crossing 
over 
the 


Sierra Nevadas to California 
before 


tbe railroads secured water at this 
place. 
I 


Nothing very exciting in 
the 
44 


miles just passed. We are now on the 
edge of the well known Jungo Plats, 
and as the train pusbes along we see 
a barren waste. The Jungo Flats _have 
an area of 50 miles of desert without 
a sprig of grass or sage brush; the 
floor is as hard as rock, level and. 
smooth as a table. Nothing whatever 
can exist on it. What it is good for 
future generations will have to solve.' 


The'next stop was at Sulphur, a sta- 


tion located in the Black Rock Desert. 
When the railroad drilled for water 
supply, at a depth ot" 750 feet oil was 
encountered, 
and 
the 
country, for 


miles around has been staked for oil 
claims, and several 
- companies 
are 


now on the ground making prepara- 
tions to drill. The Nevada 
Sulphur 


company's famous sulphur mine is lo- 
cated near here. 


Gerlach, Nevada, is quite an 
im- 


portant station. The famous Borax 
Hot Springs are located bere. 
These 


springs have had a reputation among 
the old-timers and Indians for many 
years. There are over twenty flowing 
springs in an area of a few acres. The 
springs taking form of geysers, from 
which the water spouts intermittantly 
to heights varying from 10 to 100 feet. 
Close to these springs is a number of 
hot mud springs. The surrouiiding 
country is rich in borax ar' gypsum 


The train ife rushing along at a rap- 


id rate over a beautiful country and 
nearing the boundry line between Ne- 
vada and California. 
| 


Sand Pass, Nevada, has just 
been 


announced, :>9S miles east of Oakland. 
The station is at tbe west edge of the 
Smoke Creek Desert on the summit cf 
the Granite mountains. It is also the 
distributing point of 
the 
Pyramid 


Lake, Indian Reservation, in which is 
situated a beautiful lake. The scenery 
in the vicinity ot the lake is very pic- 
turesque. 
From Sand Pass, 
looking 


westward, we catch our first glimpse 
of California's productive valleys. 


At last we have arrived in California 


and puiling up at Galneva, the first 
station alter leaving Nevada. 
Every- 


body is happy with the thought 
out- 


long journey will soon terminate. Gal- 
neva is situated in thfe 
Honey Lake 


Valley, a beautiful little valley nest- 
ling in the mountains and at an alti- 
tude of 4115 feet. Honey 
Lake, 
a 


fresh water lake, furnishes the water 
for irrigation. 
: 


We are now descending the Nevada 


mountains a.t, the rate of 20 feet to the 
m;ie, and running through a 
large 


stock-raising country, with the fam- 
ous Long Valley to our right, extend- 
ing as far as the eye can see. The 
valley abounds in fruit of every variety 
which is shipped 
to 
the 
eastern 


markets. 


Leaving Long Valley behind we are 


dashing along 
through 
mountains, 


gulchos and valleys, into-esting sights 
all the way to keep us* busy. 
\ 


The puffing of the engine 
denotes 


we are again creeping up the sides of 
a mountain. Up, up we go at 
slow 


speed. The train stops. We are at Beck- 
with; altitude 4,874 feet. This is one 


of (He most Important stations in the 
Sierra Valley, and one of the most iu-i 
wresting views on-the, route. The 
valley is from ten to eighteen miles 
wide and twenty-two miles long. It is 
jierfectly level, located on the .top ot 
the Sierra Nevada mountains, it 
<s 


surrounded by high and precipitous 
mountain ranges. 
In the prehistoric 


period it was evidently an inland sea. | 
It is at present considered one of the 
richest valleys in the state. 


After u run of six miles we are at 


Portolln. situated on 
the 
celebrated 
Feather river, in the high 
Sierras. | 


Just across the river stands 
Grizzly 


Peak, the highest of the Slerrra Ran%e' 
in 
California. Within a few 
miles. 


grizzly and brown bears are 
found, 


and deer are plentiful. 
Grizzly Peak 


was so named in early times by pio- 
neers in honor of the grixaly 
that 


were constantly 
climbing this high 


peak. 


"We pass oy«r Willow Creek out of 
Portolia on a steel bridge 1005 
feet 


long and tCS feet high, under which 
the Nevada and 
California 
railroad 


1 Misses. 


The scenery is wild and interesting 


and every one on tbe train is on tho 
qui vive as we are entering the famous 
Feather River Canyon. , One of 
the 


grandest show places in this country, 
some say, even grander than the Royal 
Gorge in Colorado. The canyon is !>0 
miles long, and full of interest from 
beginning to end. 
The 
rock-walled 


canyons 
alternate 
with 
gem-like 


mountains, medows, surrounded by 
the mighty mountains; long 
smooth 


stretches of water 
succeed 
boiling, 


swirling, angry rapids with amazing 
rapidity, presenting a panorama 
of 


mountains and 
streams 
Absolutely 


without parallel and beggaring descrip- 
tion. 


The summit of the Sierras is crossed 


at Beckwith Pass. Beyond it to the 
east, lies an interesting landscape ol 
hill-country' and plain, but" none to 
compare with the 
majestic 
forests, 


sheer crags and thundering cataracts 
of the Feather Canyon. 


Only a very few years ago 
this 


wonderland woven with the witchery 
of the west was comparatively 
un- 


known. Through the Western Pacific, 
the world is now learning of this great 
chasm in the Sierras, and will 
soon 


become as popular as any of the great 
summer resorts in 
the 
mountain 


countries of Europe.- To be appreci- 
ated, this most beautiful canyon must 
be seen, as the most vivid iniinagina- 
tion cannot paint a picture of 
this 


maize of myriad marvels. 


Viewed from the car window it is 


wonderful. As a place of rest where 
the music of its many mtirmurtngs, 
the pure, piney air cooled by the snows 
of the high Sierras, and the grandeur 
of the primeval soothe the 
fevered' 


soul and body, it is sublime. 


Tourists who travel to and from the 


west over the Western Pacific recog- 
nize the phenomenal grandeur of the 
gorge, and it will not be long before 
its mention will need no explanation 
as to where it is or what 
beauties 


render its fame world-wide. 


Here the placer miners, 
those ad- 


vance guards ot civilization, took mil- 
lions with pan and cradle from 
the 


roots of the grass, making 
possible 


their deeds of an empire. How much 
is owed to them will never be realized. 


In imagination, along the 
broken 


trails may be seen the hardy pioneers 
penetrating the mountain 
fastnesses 


in search of gold. 
Their m:ld-ejed 


oxen plod patiently along; 
their un- 


complaining and undaunted wives gaze 
from beneath their canvas coverings; 
children play about the wagon, the 
girls picking strange flowers of a new 
wonderland, the boys 
driving 
the 


straying ponies -back upon the trail. 


The traveler requires'an unlimited 


amount 
\ot . enthusiasm 
for a trip 


through this grand canyon. 


We are now 
cautiously 
running 


through narrow 
gulches, mountains 


towering on one side and Feather river 
in its mad rush hundreds of feet be- 
low on the other. Xo signs ot habita- 
tion, in fact no place to build a house. 
Now we are entering 
Checkerboard 


tunnel, so named on" account of 
the 


face of the solid rock at the entrance 
being marked by naTure to represent 
a large checkerboard. A few miles 
west of the tunnel we cross Feather 
river on a steel s-ispension bridge, the 
water a hundred and fifty or more feet 
below. One imagines he can feel the 
motion of the bridge as 
the 
train 


slowly passes over. A few miles after 
passing this bridge to our 
right a 


very high solid rock 
mountain cliff 


looms up, as we near it the 
train 


slows down that we may have a good 
view of the wonderzul formation. 
A' 


large rock, resembling a shed roof, ex- 
tends out from the mountain and it is 
called Arch Rock. The arch extends 
across tbe face of the mountain 
and 


the cavern is long and deep enough to 
take in a train of passenger cars. Cer- 
tainly a curiosity. 


So it is the full length of the great 


canyon. One surprise follows another. 
As I said before, one must see for him- 
self to comprehend the great beauties 
of this 90 miles of wild scenery. As 
we near the end ot tbe canyon, along 
the banks of Feather river, dredges 
were at work sifting the golden sands 
for gold. 


The train 
stops at Orrville, 
tbe 


gateway of the mining country. Here 
tremendous 
gold-dredging interests 


are in operation, producing millions of 
dollars annually. 


We leave Orville and are speeding 


on toward Sacramento, capital of Cal- 
ifornia. 
This city has 45,000 people, 


139 miles east of Oakland Sacramen- 
to is the principle jobbing center for 
the Sacramento valley. 
Many thous- 


and packages of fruit and 
vegetables 


are shipped from this point east, an- 
nually. Here is where we first saw 
large palms spewing in the yards and 
on the curb lines of the streets. Sac- 
ramento is abeautiful city lying on the 
banks of the Sacramento river. 
The 


city is growing rapidly. 


The train is moving, and we are on 


the run to our destination. The coun- 
try from Sacramento to Oakland 
is- 


varied, and interesting to the tourist. 
M.">TIV stations have loomed up but as 
night htoS set in we have settled down. 
Waiting for 0:20, the hour we am to 
arrive in Oakland. 


Listen, I hear the welcome voice of 


the conductor calling, "Oakland. All 
out." We are at tho end of our 2,, 
r>00 


mile, rile, nnd enjoying tho warm sun- 
shine and flowers of California,

An Efficient Department. 


When State Factory Inspector Kearns 


took office his work was made more 
difficult because of the indefinite and 
inadequate laws to enforce compliance 
with the orders of the 
department, 


and he found it necessary to secure 
numerous changes in the laws govern- 
ing this work, that he might be able 
to get more satisfactory results. 


Among the new laws and changes in 


the old laws suggested from time to 
time by the department in the past 
two and one-half years, and 
which 


have been enacted into laws, greatly 
One 


strengthening and facilitating 
the 


work, and enabling the department 
to render more efficient service, were 
the following: 


Amendments to the Child 
Labor 


Law, with a view to making the com- 
pulsory educational laws conform to them? 
the Minor Labor Laws, and were 
amended so as to prevent the issuing 
of certificates to minors to be em- 
ployed at the kind of establishments 
[prohibited .by the minor labor law; 
also to change the form of the certi- 
ficate, making it compulsory to re- 
turn certificate to the persons issuing 
the same and not to the child; pro- 
hibiting the employment of boys under 
eighteen in the messenger service after 
nine o'clock at night. 


Changes in the laws relating to the 


employment of females in workshops, 
making it possible to secure better 
sanitary conditions therein, the law 
providing for a shorter work-day for 
women, limiting the hours of labor to 
nine hours per day or fifty-four hours 
per week. Laws relating to the proper 
inspection of boilers; an. amendment 
to the law compelling the placing of 
counter-floors in buildings in course 
of erection, placing its 
enforcement 


under the jurisdiction of this depart- 
ment; increased penalties for failure 
to guard dangerous machinery. Ill- 
creased penalty for using any danger- 
ous machine after it has been con- 
demned by this 
department, until 


such changes or alterations are made 
as ordered by the department; more 
substantial guarding of elevators and 
elevator shafts; a law pertaining to 
the reporting of accidents, to compel 
more prompt and complete reports of 
all accidents occurring in the work- 
shops and factories through the state. 


Previously, the reporting of acci- 


dents had been a mere matter of form, 
and no very satisfactory information 
could be obtained therefrom by reason 
of the lack of necessary laws to com- 
pel the filing o'f subsequent or final re- 
ports on accidents, and to submit In- 
formation that would be valuable in 
'the compiling of these statistics, and 
the department presented a New Ac- 
cident Law in which was included the 
necessary information and provided 
for first report within three days of 
all accidents causing a. loss of two or 
more days time, and a subsequent re- 
port containing complete information
